“Racism fs ono thing, but we want to 
deal with our gender,” Cawihon said at the 
opening of the discussion, 

The panel included four UNO students 
and four Omahabusinesswomen. Theireth- 
nic backgrounds vasied from Afcican- 
American tolispanic to Native American. 

Annette Crowder, director of American 


Multicultural Students (AMS), sald that 


women ofcolor must pull together to actas 
@ support group. - 

“We have to struggle,” Crowder said. 
“We're standing on the bones and blocd- 
shed of people who haven't given up on this 
campus. We have the responsibility to bond 
together because she’s a sister in need.” 

Carole Woods-Harris, Douglas County 


Commissioner for District 3, agrced with — 


Crowder. 

“We have to build a tust level; you 
don’t want to take your troubles to some- 
one if you don't trust them,” Woods-Hasris 
said. “These connections give you the op- 
portunity to help others. We simply have to 
‘lift’ as we ‘climb.’” 

Denise Henning, a UNO student sena- 
tor, addressed the problem of assimilation. 

“I’ve been the first Native American 
student at so many things (at UNO), it’s 
unbelievable,” Henning said. “In a pre- 
dominately white organization, I took the 
risk of giving up part of my culture. But 
you bave to stand up for your rights, and 
you're a human being first and secondary 
you are what your culture is,” , 

Josephine Ramos Bruno, a UNO Ad- 
missions counselor, said education was 
paramount in advancing in the job market.

UNL students down Centennial Mall to 
the rally, chanting “no more cuts.” 

Among those joining in the march to 
the capitol was UNL Chancellor Graham, 
Spanier, 

“This is very important because it’ 
shows that you care about the future of 
your university,” Spanier told he crowd, 
“T walked with you today from the (stu- 
dent) union to the capitol to be a part of 
this show of support for the university 
because E think it’s the right thing to do, 

“We do care about the future of the 
university and there’s alotat stake here.” 

UNOStudent PresidenvRegentJenni- 
fer Newhouse, one of the organizers of 
the sally, then addressed the crowd. 

“We are not going to sit by and take 
another cut,” she said, “We canhot afford

A proposal to restructure the office of academic affairs 
was discussed at the facufty senate meeting Wednesday. 

Otto Bauer, vice chancellor for academic affairs, pre- 
sented the proposal, which would incorporate the aca- 
demic and administrative duties of the Office of Graduate 
Studies and sesearch into the Office of Academic Affairs, 

According to the proposal, Bauer would assume the 
principal duties and ttle of dean of graduate studies and 
research. Other duties, selected personnel and budget re- 
sponsibilities would be reassigned. 

Bauer said the reorganization would benefit graduate 
studies. 

“Tbelieve thatit (restructuring) would strengthen gradu- 
ate studies and research,” he said. 

He also said the consolidation would result in a savings 
of $53,700, which could be reallocated to be used in key 
areas in academic affairs. . 

Senator Bruce Baker, chair of the committee on aca- 
demic and curricular affairs, presented a resolution for the 
adoption of a “Last Date of Known Attendance Form,” 
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which would assist UNO’s financial aid office in monitor. 
ing the attendance of financial aid students. 

The resolution is a result of a federal review of UNO’s 
financial aid program in 1988, which found that the uni» 
versity did nothave any means Renae financial aid

Bruce Garver, a member of the committee on 
academic and curricular affairs, suessed that it was impor- 
tant thatsome type of mechanism be provided to comply 


‘with federal requirements. 


The senate approved the cesolution, 
Paculty ‘senate president Carl Camp reported on the NU 
appropriations hearing in Lincola Tuesday, which focused 


o a the proposed 5 percent cuts to the NU budget. 


“Tt is my Own assessment that not many minds were 
changed,” Camp said, “I did not see the senators backing 
“away from tbeir position on cuts in education.” 

Camp urged the senators to write the appropriations 
commiltes as part of an active wriling and lobbying cam- 
paign against the cuts.

Lackofstudent participationisthercason 
this year’s Student Programming Organiza- 
tion (SPO) spring break trip was cancclied, 
according to SPO advisor Tara Knudson. ~ 

“The trip only sold 14 places,” Knudson 
said. “It wasa better idea tocanccl the tip: at 
that point.” 

Knudson explained that by cancelling 
the SPO-sponsored spring break to Panama 
City, Fla, scheduled March 19-28, tie uni- 
versity was able to cut its losses to $2,200 
compared to a $6,400 loss if the trip had 
gone through. 

“Wo couldn't get out of the lodging con- 
tract,” Knudson said, “Because of that, we 
took a $50 per-person penalty.” 

The university will now be required to 
pay this penalty as well as rcimbursing the 
S289 cachofthestudents paid. Knudsonalso 
explained thata4S-passengerbuswascharted 
for tie trip. 


Advertisements forthe trip were prepared 


months in advance, Knudson said. 

“We had a full page ad in the Gateway, 
and later a half-page advertisement,” she 
said, 

Knudson felt the reason that the tip was 
cancelicd was “cut and dry.” 

Chris McCafferty, travel chair of SPO, 


said he thought the tip was salvageable, 

McCafferty said the decision to cancel 
the trip was somewhat premature, in diat it 
was finalized while there werescvcral weeks 
for more students to sign up. SPO Director 
Jolin Heaston gave the final go-alicad on the 
proposal, 

- “f think we could have sold the trip outif 
we would have worked together as aboard,” 
McCafferty said, referring to the SPO board 
members, which run the student organiza- 
tion, 

McCafferty said other reasons may have 
caused the cancellation. 

Onc of the problems was UNO’s liability 
for the students. 

“Lots of people think that the university 
might be encouraging &irip which promotes 
drinking and sex,” McCafferty said, “It was 
kind of astrange situation. The advice ofour 
advisors was to cancel it.” 

Knudson also saw similar problems with 
the trip. 

“Anytime you take students toadifferent 
state on a trip like this, certain risks arc run, 
such as them being killed in an a drunk 
driving accident, etc,,” Knudson said, “There 
is some university concern for both physical 
safety and concern on a more philosophical 
viewpoint, That was not 2 factor, however, 
in the decision to discontinue this trip.”

twas during this time thatthe Unification Church began 
togrow. Membersofihemovementwercalso called Moonics, 
because the rcligion was based around the Rev, Sun Young 
Moon. The Unification Church has also been active at 
vasious times throughout the years in Lincoln, Doerr said, 
and sometimes it acted under different names. 

Another movement in Nebraska during the ‘70s was The 
Way International, which was founded by a clergyman in 
Ohio in the ’60s, Doerr said. 

“They had a whole program of Bible studies which were 
done on video tape which this leader did. They grew quite 
rapidly.” 

Doerr said that at one point The Way International even 
bought a college campus in Kansas, Doerr said he hasn't 
scen any signs of The Way International in Nebraska 
fately. 

He said some non-Christian groups have come and gone 
in Nebraska, also. The movement of transcendental medita- 


tion was one such group. 

“Some people thought that was acult. Enever thought that 
was aterm (hat would apply to them because they were never 
thatkind of charismatic and authoritarian group,” Doerr said. 

Maranatha, from Gainesville, Fla., was another move- 
ment which came through Nebraska during the late "70s and 


_ carly "80s. It was the predecessor to the Boston Church of 


Christ, which is now based in Lincoln and may becoming to 
Omaha. The Boston Church of Christ, also known as the 
Lincoln Christian Church, was formed in the carly ‘80s. 

Many religious cults, Docrr said, are not permancnt. 

“A lot of these are very fly-by-night and they’re 
somebody’s inspiration. They group around them and they 
expand a little bit or maybe a lot.” 

Doerr said The Way International and the Unification 
Church are two such movements which became quite large 
with many resources to back them financially. 

He said that although many movements-are grouped 
together as cults, they are not all the same. 

“There are a lotof different kinds of characteristics that 
make peoplc look at groups and say ‘this is a cult.’ Prob- 
ably none of these groups would have all of them,” Doerr 
said, 

Acharismatic Icader, a high level of group involvement 


anda strong sense of identity with the group are some of the 
characteristics associated with religious cults, he said, 

That strong sense of identity, Doerr said, sometimes 
gives groups the feeling that the world is its enemy. 

“T think the result of that sort of thinking is seen down in 
(Waco) Texas sight now,” he said. 

The movement which followed Jim Jones is another 
example of that sort of uiinking, Doerr said. 

Some groups are characterized by asense of urgency that 
the end of the world is nearing. With thc end of the 20th 
century approaching, Doers said these movements will gain 
popularity. 

“As we come to 1999 and 2000, for alotof people thatis 
kind of more than a symbol. It’s when they expect big 
changes tohappen, Armageddon to happen or the rapture or 
the millennium or whatever else.” 

Doerr said he has seen liltle cult activity recently in the 
Lincoln area. 

“T think things have been pretty quict around here.” 

The Rev. Darrel Berg from UNO Campus Ministry said 
thathe hasn’t scen many cults in Omaha during recent years. 

“Thad arcpresentativeof the Unification Churchcallonme 
during the past year,” Berg said. “He wanted my cooperation 
in reaching the students. I was not able to encourage him,”

One of the effective elements of Mars’ 
music is the sing-song melodies he ercates 
vocally and on guitar at the same time. “Wea- 
sel’ isoncofthesongs where thishappens. [t's 
aswipe at greedy landlords who take expen- 
sive vacations at their renters” expense, An- 
other song that includes this tactic is “Public 
Opinion.” 

Two other great tracks are “Car Camping” 
and “Candy Liquor.”

“The Boxed Life” is a collection of some of Rollins 
speaking engagements over the past 3 years. His brutal 
honesty shines throughout this double CD set. Rollins 
deals with the things he sees and observes in everyday life 
and also things from his past, all with a touch of biting 
humor. 

“Strength-Part 1&2” is over 30 minutes of amusing 
stories about animals and different kinds of strength. 
Rollins tells about a frog who pulled his pinned body off a 
piece of cardboard in an attempt to escape death in biology 
class. He also speaks of his expericnces working in a 
scientific animal lab where he eventually had to kill all of 
the animals. 

Another bizarre tale isa fan letter Rollins receives from 
someone who claims he is in love with a dead girl and he 
can’t date anyone else; While Rollins tells the guy to seek 
psychiatric help, Tom Waits has a drastically different 
approach. 

“The Boxed Life” isn’t a comedy albuin and it isn’t a 
poctry album. It’s one man, his views and his humor, in 
front of tive audiences, There is literally a ton of material © 
in this set and it is really worth listening to.
